throughout the entire year. The 
class enters the room expecting a rec- 
itation as usual, but finds the pro- 
gramme to be awritten examina- 
Sometimes the examination 
relates to topics and passages long be-~ 
fore passed over; sometimes the very 
lesson assigned for the day is the sub- 
ject for the written examination, and 
in that case the teacher has an oppor- 
tunity to see who naps and also to 
compare the original unaided work 
of the cla:s with that which they ex- 
bibit after having received his in- 
struction.

_ FINAL EXAMINATION. 

These, of course, are very severe 
and comprehensive, subjecting the 
student toa thorough test. The final 
examination lasts from five hours to 
two days, depending upon the stady. 
Every member of the class has the 
same questions, so that there may be 
opportunity for exact comparison. 
Of course the studer ts are not allowed 
to communicate with each other. On 
the final examinations, which are 
the chief elemest in determining the
